Plano Citizens Quizzed On Stadium 


By PAM TROBOY 
In months since a multi-purpose sports 
complex was first proposed, controversy has 
periodically swirled around the athletic 
stadium. 
At various times, citizens and officials have 
questioned: 
-Is a stadium really needed? 
-Should the decision of whether a stadium 
is built or not be presented to the voters as a 
separate item or as part of a package deal? 
-How large an artificial surface is needed 
to accomodate soccer as well as football? 
--How many seats are needed for the im­ 
mediate future? 
Although the first two questions have ap­ 
parently been answered by the bond election 
held in October of 1974 and by the School 
Board’s recent decision to sell the amount of 
bonds necessary to finance the stadium, 
decisions on seating and turf size (along with 
several other minor alternates) are yet to be 
made. 
Bld Award Seen 
Tuesday night, school trustees are expected 
to award the bid on the $2,641 million ($2,117 
million base, $0,293 million for a 370-foot by 
190-foot artificial surface, $0,166 million for 
two-course penetration parking and $0,065 
million for 11,826 aluminum seats) facility to 
Walker Construction Co. 
In an effort to sample public opinion about 
two of the decisions to be made this week, the 
Daily Star-Courier took a random mini­ 
survey Wednesday. The first 20 residents of 
th* Plano Independent School District who 
visited the U.S. Post Office on 18th St. at the 
time were questioned. 
Stadium Adequate 
This newspaper found that a majority of 
those questioned believe that a 12,000 seat 
stadium is adequate for present needs, but an 
even larger majority feel that a larger ar­ 
tificial surface is needed for soccer play. 


Majority Favors Soccer-Size Turf 


A 55-percent majority, or ll residents, 
answered that 12,000 seats are just enough for 
the stadium, while 12 of those replymg -or 60 
percent-said that an artificial surface 214 
feet wide is needed in the stadium. 
Prior to asking the two-part question, each 


of those questioned was read the following 
statement: 
“The voters have approved an athletic 
stadium costing approximately $2.5 million to 
open in the fall of 1977. This facility will be 
used bv all secondary schools for football and 


soccer.” 
Other Statements 
To further insure a fair and unbiased an­ 
swer, each resident also was provided a set of 
facts before each of the two questions were 
asked.

In relation to the proposed stadium’s 
seating requirements, the people were told, 
“The present Wildcat Stadium has a seating 
capacity of 8,500. School trustees currently 
are planning to construct a 
12,000-seat 
stadium at the Multi-Purpose Complex. Do 
you think this is too few seats, too many seats, 
or just enough seats?” 
The statement concerning the size of the 
artificial surface was somewhat more 
technical: 
“Football is played on a 160-foot-wide 
surface. A soccer playing surface can range 
in size from 150 feet to 300 feet wide, although 
most championship fields have surfaces 
about 220 feet wide. School trustees have 
received low bids of $293,000 for an artificial 
surface 190 feet wide, and $319,000 for an 
artificial surface 214 feet wide. Which size 
surface do you think will best meet the needs 
of the school district?” 
The Beginning 
The idea for an new gridiron facility came 
into public view when a Citizen Advisory 
Committee recommended in 1974 that a 
15.000-seat stadium be built initially, with a 
5.000-seat expansion planned at a later date. 
However, trustees in attempting to cut 
costs have advertised for bids on 11,826 seats 
with alternates to add 2,398 seats for an initial 
capacity of about 14,000. The low bid for the 
11,826 seats is $65,000, while the additional 
2,398 seats can be purchased for $13,500. 
$26,000 Additional 
The additional cost for the larger size ar­ 
tificial turf is $26,000, according to bids 
. A surface measuring 


the 370-foot by 190-foot surface 
is $293,000. 
Another possible alternate is a choice of 
paving methods for the 1600-car parking lot.

stadium was supposed to cover a 3000-car, 
paved parking lot at an estimated cost (rf 
$800,000, but trustees, again attempting to cut 
costs, have reduced the parking area by 
about half. 
Trustees have the choice of paying $166,000 
for a surface with a two-course penetration 
(equivalent to a low grade road) or $310,310 
for a four-inch hot mix asphaltic concrete. 
The concrete will last longer, although 
engineers cannot determine a definite life 
span for either surface. 
Heavy Use Planned 
By 1980, IO secondary schools, including the 
Senior High; Williams, Vines and an as yet 
unnamed high schools; and Armstrong, 
Bowman, Carpenter, Haggard, Wilson and an 
as yet unnamed middle schools will be using 
the stadium for football and soccer games. 
“Soccer is so new that it is hard to speculate 
how many teams we’ll have by 1980,” Athletic 
Director John Clark said Friday. “The use of 
athletic fields by soccer teams will depend on 
interest and demand. We can estimate to 
some extent how many football teams we’ll 
have, however.” 
He pointed out that the Senior High School 
and each high school will probably have a 


varsity and junior varsity and junior varsity 
team each, and that each middle school will 
have an eighth grade and, if the interest is 
there, two seventh grade teams each. 
Stadiums Inadequate 
“Even next year, 
Wildcat and Rice 
Stadiums will not hold all our football 
games,” he continued. “Some of our games 
will have to be played at the middle schools. 
So, if the proposed stadium were not built, the 
district must develop more athletic fields. 
These would not have to be of stadium 
standard, but we would need several such 
fields.” 
This imminent need for additional facilities 
was the prime reason cited by the citizens 
committee who recommended the $2.5 million 
stadium issue be presented to the voters. 
The Capital Improvements Program was 
split into two propositions in the October, 
1974, bond election and voters endorsed the 
stadium by a large majority. The stadium 
was approved by a 1459-to-978 vote, while 
$22.47 million for new schools was approved 
by a 1804-to-637 vote. 
Tuesday night, trustees will take the final 
step to make the stadium a reality for the 1977 
fall season. Now the voters are waiting for the 
decisions--for or against, large or small.

the air is only holding half as much 
moisture as it could. 
The hotter the air is, the more 
moisture it will hold. So in the 
winter months, cold air with most 
of the moisture squeezed out of it is 
drawn into the house and heated. 
To digress a 
little bit, under 
normal conditions the lining of the 
nose 
and 
lungs 
is 
bathed 
in 
moisture that serves more or less 
as 
a 
n a tu ra l 
lu b ric a n t. 
This 
lu b rica n t 
keeps 
these 
linings 
working as they should and every 
thing is happy. When the humidity 
drops below 20 to 30 percent some 
of this moisture is given up and a 
dry cough is a common complaint. 
Also, 
low 
h u m id ity 
w ill 
do 
everyth ing fro m ^cracking the 
bindings on books, cause plants to 
shrivel, and will loosen furniture 
joints, (which in turn, causes your 
wife to say "You are going to have 
to do something about this chair, 
the legs are about to come off of it).

It 
was 
an 
attractive 


business to New England 
seafaring men during the 
American Revolution, going 
privateering. 


In some ways it was much 


like fishing—no regular pay 
usually, but a share of the 
catch or part of the spoils. 
Many a seaman, and even 
landlubbers, were drawn 
into privateering— risky but 
often profitable adventure. 
Danger has not often 
stopped Americans from 
seeking quick profits. For 
seamen, who faced death 
regularly in their work, 
danger was no great con­ 
sideration. 
And conditions during the 
Revolution pointed to the 
logic 
of 
privateering 
Fishing was mostly cut off 


and normal trade stopped by 
British warships; seamen 
were idled and ships rotted 
at wharves. Why not arm a 
fisherman or merchantman, 
get a license (letter of 
marque) from the Con­ 
tinental Congress or the 
state, and go out looking for 
prey? The value of captured 
enemy 
ships 
would 
be 
divided among the owners, 
officers, and crew of the 
privateer. 


American Pirates? 


What if the British did call 
them pirates? A man might 
be killed in action, perhaps 
hanged if caught. But hadn't 
sailors often drowned 
in 
offshore fishing cr been lost 
on voyages at sea*’ With a 
little luck a man could come 
back safe from privateering, 
and a good deal richer, too 
S a i l o r s 
g e n e r a l l y 
preferred this to duty in the 
Navy. The “ Militia of the 
Sea” were much freer, with 


less military routine to put 
up with, and the chance for 
profits was greater. Here 
was quick action, too, as idle 
ships were speedily armed 
and sent to sea. It took time 
to build and outfit a large 
frigate. The Continental 
Navy might struggle to get 
men, but 
privateers had 
little trouble in putting a 
crew together. 


Coas Does Well 
Capt. 
William 
Coas 
of 
Gloucester, Mass., a daring, 
resourceful sailor, was one 
who saw the prospects of 
privateering early. He ar­ 
med a fishing schooner with 
a few guns found nearby and 
made her ready to sail 
almost overnight. The small 
ship, named the Warren (in 
honor of Dr. Joseph Warren 
recently killed on Bunker 
Hill), put out to sea and was 
immediately 
successful. 
Within a month Captain Coas 
had captured three un-

suspecting 
enemy

chantmen and sent his prizes 
back to Gloucester. 
Imagine the excitement as 
townspeople watched the 
men unload the cargo of the 
400-ton 
Picary, 
325 
hogsheads of sugar, 161 
bales of cotton, 168 pipes of 
wine, and lesser items. 
Big Ship Surrenders 
When the Warren came 
upon 
the 
Sarah 
and 
Elizabeth on a dark night, 
the captain surrendered this 
500-ton ship without firing a 
shot. 
A crewman wrote, 
“ The captain’s wife and 
number of women were on 
board, who were greatly 
terrified under the ap­ 
prehension that, if any 
resistance was made, they 
might be murdered by the 
Yankees, whom they sup­ 
posed to be Indians.” 
At daybreak when 
the 
captain saw that he had 
given up his fine ship to a 
small fisherman, he “ gave 
vent to his mortification and 
regret in tears” 
What a fine catch! The 
Sarah and Elizabeth had a 
cargo of 394 hogsheads of 
sugar, 180 puncheons of rum, 
much 
indigo, 
cotton, 
mahogany plank, 
silver 
plate, and even cash. Boys of 
Gloucester could hardly be 
blamed for asking, “ How old 
must you be to ship on a 
privateer?” 
Pearce Comes In 
It was not long before 
David Pearce, member of a 
G l o u c e s t e r 
m e r c h a n t 
family, decided to go into 
privateering in a 
bigger 
way. 
He 
was 
nearly 
bankrupted when his first 
privateer, 
the 
big 


Gloucester, went down with 
her 180-man crew in a raging 
tempest on the Grand Bank. 
But Pearce now built the 
General Stark <mounting 20 
guns and shipping a crew of 
136) and got Capt. Bill Coas 
to command her. 
Daringly hovering off the 
coast 
of 
England 
and 
Ireland, Coas captured a 
brig 
carrying 
a 
large 
quantity of salt beef, pork, 
butter, and other provisions; 
and the ship with its cargo 
were sent back home. To the 
south, several other English 
merchantmen were taken. 
Another Capture 
After refitting at the 
Spanish port of Bilboa - 
where some of the Stark’s 
crew caught yellow fever 
and died - Captain Coas 
captured an armed British 
lugger that was lurking 
nearby and brought her into 
Bilboa for a prize. 
Heading homeward after a 
year at sea, the General 
Stark took a large ship “ with 
a great spread of sails” after 
a stiff fight. Next Coas ran 
across a brig loaded with 
fish 
sailing 
from 
Newfoundland to Lisbon. It 
looked like a well-armed 
ship: the captain counted 14 
guns through his glass. The 
brig surrendered without a 
fight and it was found that IO 
of the 14 cannons 
were 
•Quaker guns” - wooden. 
Coas Gets Tired 
Bill Coas was by now tired 
of it all. but Pearce talked 
him into one last voyage. 
The Stark was out of port 
only one week, however, 
before she was captured by a 
British warship off Nova 
Scotia. And Coas never did 


get back home; the ship on 
which he and other prisoners 
were 
being 
brought 
to 
Boston went down in a storm 
off Cape Sable. 
The adventures of Bill 
Coas were only one example 
of the career of a privateer. 
It is estimated that in all 
about 20,000 men sailed on 
privateers 
during 
the 
American Revolution, most 
of them from New England 
and other northern States. So 
popular was this business, 
that more men went into it 
than were at any one time

under General Washington’s 
command in the Continental 
Army. 


Frequent Accounts 


Newspapers 
frequently 
carried reports of the out­ 
fitting 
and 
sailing 
of 
privateers; or carried ac­ 
counts of the prizes brought 
back to port. Enterprising 
o w n e r s 
s o m e t i m e s 
publicized 
voyages 
in 
broadsides such as the one 
reproduced here. 
What profitable adventure 
it was! Owners of privateers 
made 
fortunes; 
sailors 
sharing in the iooi did well; 
merchants marketing the 
captured 
goods 
made 
profits; 
c ommiss ar ies, 
taking a percentage of goods 
sold to the army, also made 
money. 
Without a doubt, Con­ 
tinental soldiers benefitted 
from the huge quantities of 
goods 
taken 
from 
the 
British. The American cause 


was helped a great deal and 
would have been more so 
except for unscrupulous 
profiteers. 
Perhaps more important 
was the damage to Britain. 
Losses to privateers were 
great: 2,000 vessels, 12,000 
sailors 
captured, 
and 
thousands of pounds in 
damages. The ravages of 
American privateers did 
great damage to enemy 
shipping, and undoubtedly 
hurt the British war effort 
badly.

(UPI) — Clean house 
plants are healthier house 
plants, says a Texas A&M 
University 
agricultural 
specialist. 
“Dust on leaf surfaces 
reduces the amount of light 
available to a plant, 
says 
Everett Janne of the univer­ 
sity’s Agricultural Exten­ 
sion Service. “Thus the plant 
may not get enough light for 
photosynthesis. Also, a dusty 
plant looks drab and unin­ 
teresting.” 
Janne says to remove the 
dust brush the leaves with a 
soft camel’s-hair brush or 
damp sponge and polish with 
a soft cheesecloth about once 
a month. He says heavily 
soiled leaves should be 
washed with mild soap and 
warm water.
